Profit-Sharing for 
Farm, Italy's Plan 


Distribution of Profits to 


Be Fixed on Percent- 


age Basis 


ROME, Italy—(/P)—A revolutionary 


profit-sharing system for Italian ngri- 
culturc, embracing 
landowners and 


farm workers, was approved Thurs- 
day. 


The plan, to go into effect imme- 


diately in some provinces, was to be 
applied on a nation-wide basis as soon 
as the necessary organization can be 
developed 


The new system contemplates: 
1. A distribution of farm profit* and 


produce on a percentage basis. 


2. Employment of more farm work- 


ers. 


3. Equal distribution of work. 
4. Elimination of overtime work, and 


of farm labor by women and children. 


Provisions were worked out to move 


unemployed farm workers from rcg- 
ons oversupplicd with labor to sparsc- 
y settled districts. 


Thc profit-sharing system was ap- 


irovcd by heads of the Confederations 
of Farm Owners and Farm Workers, 
who met in the presence of Achille 
Ptarace, secretary of the Fascist party 
The far-reaching changes in the Ital- 
ian agricultural economy were sug- 
gested by Premier Mussolini. 


Owners of farms, it was explained; 


will not lose their status of proprietors 
under the profit-sharing system. Own- 
ers were to be assigned a percentage 
of profits corresponding as nearly as 
possible to their earnings under the 
present system.

Insull mail fraud trial pictured Samuel 
Insull Sr.. Tuesday as having inside 
knowledge that stock urged on small 
investors was worse than worthless. 


The witnesses were government ac- 


countants, put on the 
stand to tell 


their own findings about the Corpora- 
tion Securities Company and its stock. 
Investors lost about $100,000,000 in the 
company, now under fire as a swind- 
le.Through the accountants, Prosecutor 
Leslie E. Salter put two of the gov- 
ernment's most important charges be- 
fore the jury: 
That "Corp common," during the 


last 9'/i months of the corporation's 
existence, had no value at all. 


That the corpoartion became insol- 


vent by $6,381,544 on September 15, 
1931, seven months before it crashed. 


That Insull had weekly reports be- 


fore him showing the real value of 
the stock described to 
investors as 


'safe and sound." 


Samuel Insull Sr., leaned forward in 


his seat beneath Judge James H. Wil- 
kerson's bench to watch an accountant 
trace these charges on huge charts. 


The testimony of the accountant, A. 


E. Sweeney of the Department of Jus- 
tice, was based on the value of stock 
which "Corp" held in its twin com- 
pany, Insull Utility Investments, Inc.

Paul was a man "who had learned 


Christ," and that Is what ho sets down 
us the one great, fotmdntion of all 
Christian living. WP cannot follow 
Christ, we cannot understand His pre- 
cepts or emulate His example, unless 
•We have so lived with Him and so 
tukeu His teaching into our lives that 
we have loomed from Him as a Mas- 
ter. 


What is this deepest of all truths 


in Jesus that Paul says we may learn 
of Christ? It is the lesson thnt our 
lives can be -recreated and renewed, 
(hat we can put on what Paul calls 
"the new man created in righteous- 
ness and holincps," putting away all 
the evil attitudes and evil words and 
evil acts that are associated with the 
"old man." 


Paul, who saw the Christian life in 


all its largeness and comprehensive- 
ness, saw it also in its most minute 
details of daily living. The large life 
| of love and righteousness and truth 
was to be manifest in a restraint upon 
evil temper and upon a hasty tongue. 


The more truly man had his heart 


Ect upon the higher things, the more 
inevitably would he refrain from evil 
habits and practices. 


Paul saw this Christian life as a life 


of self-control and discipline, but as 
a life of elemental peace, because dis- 
harmony and discord had been over- 
come through grace. To him the 
Christian life was one of « supreme 
joy that could not be shaken even by 
suffering and persecution. 


In his own life he showed that, even 


in the darkness of a. prison, with his 
feet fast in the stocks, he and his 
companion 
could 
sing 
songs 
and 


praises to God. It means much to 
have an experience like that, but Paul 
believed that it was an experience 
that was possible for every Christian. 


It was no tsome great miraculous 


thing to which only a few could at- 
tain; but common people, even those 
whose lives had been marred by gross 
sins and wrong attitudes, could find 
such peace and joy through the re- 
creation of their lives by the power 
| of Christ. 


This is the standard of Christian 


living. Our lesson is given as an in- 


ternal iono] tfimnernnop V.sson, bill the 
standard applies to every aspect of 
life and to everything that would 
weaken or destroy the soul's integ- 
rity and strength. 


Paul saw men and women giving 


themselves over to evil habits and 
evil practices in the hope of finding 
some stimulation and intoxication, as 
young folks today would say "getting 
a kick out of life." He pointed out a 
higher way. 


II was not a way of mere negation 


or of dumbness; it W83 a way fllso of 
inspiration and of stimulation amount- 
ing even to ntoxicaton. But Paul's 
words were, "Be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled with 
the Spirit."
